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Introduction 


The Canada Council 


The Canada Council is a corporation 
created by an Act of Parliament in 1957 
“to foster and promote the study and 
enjoyment of, and the production of 
works in, the arts, humanities and the 
social sciences.” It offers a broad range 
of grants and provides services in these 
and related fields. The Council also ad- 
ministers the Canadian Commission for 
Unesco, cultural exchanges with foreign 
countries and special programs funded 
by private benefactors. 


The Council sets its own policies and 
makes its own decisions within the terms 
of the Canada Council Act. It reports to 
Parliament through the Secretary of State 
and appears before the Standing Com- 
mittee on Broadcasting, Films and 
Assistance to the Arts. 


The Canada Council itself consists of a 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman and 19 other 
members, all appointed by the Govern- 
ment of Canada. They meet four or five 
times a year, usually in Ottawa where the 
Council offices are located. The Council 
is assisted by a permanent staff and 
numerous outside advisers, either indi- 
vidually or in juries, committees or con- 
sultative groups. Among the latter, the 
Advisory Arts Panel and the Advisory 
Academic Panel play a major role inthe 
development of Council policies and 
programs. 


Annual grants from Parliament are the 
Council’s main source of income. They 
are supplemented by income from a $50 
million Endowment Fund established by 
Parliament in 1957. The Council has also 
received substantial amounts in private 
donations and bequests, usually for 
specific purposes. 


Writing and Publication Section 


The Writing and Publication Section is 
one of five sections in the Council’s Arts 
Division. In collaboration with the Arts 
Awards Service, it administers a number 
of programs of individual assistance for 
poets, playwrights and fiction writers, as 
well as programs of support for trans- 
lation and publication of Canadian books 
and periodicals. In recent years, in- 
creased funds have permitted expansion 
of existing programs and the establish- 
ment of several new ones, such as the 
program of support for new initiatives in 
the promotion and distribution of Cana- 
dian books and periodicals described 

on page 8. 


Aid to Writing 


Grants to Individuals 


Most of the Canada Council's programs 
of direct assistance to individuals in the 
field of creative writing are administered 
by the Arts Awards Service. These pro- 
grams include the Senior Arts Grants and 
Arts Grants which provide assistance for 
four to 12 months, Short Term Grants for 
projects which can be completed within 
three months, Project Cost Grants and 
Travel Grants, and anew three-year 
grant for major writing projects. The 

Aid to Artists brochure describes these 
grants in detail. The brochure and appli- 
cation forms for these programs are 
available from the Arts Awards Service. 


Writers in fields other than creative 
writing should consult the brochures 
available from the Humanities and Social 
Sciences Division for projects of a 
scholarly nature, or the Explorations 
Program for projects intended for the 
general public on Canadian subjects 
such as biographies and regional or 
social histories. 


Public Readings by Canadian 
Writers 


Organizations such as art galleries, com- 
munity centres, libraries and post- 
secondary institutions in Canada may 
apply to the Council for assistance in 
inviting Canadian writers to give public 
readings of their work. The program is 
restricted to Canadian writers who have 
professionally published works of fiction, 
poetry or drama. The grants cover the 
reading fee and travel fare of the reader. 
In joint readings, the fee must be shared 
by the participating readers. All other 
expenses, including accommodation, 
publicity and entertainment, must be 
assumed by the host organization. 
Readings supported by the Canada 
Council must be open to the public, free 
of charge. 


The host institution should apply to the 
Writing and Publication Section of the 
Council at least two weeks before the 
proposed reading and include a brief 
Curriculum vitae of the reader. The 
Council requires areport on the reading 
on forms available from the Writing and 
Publication Section. On receipt of the 
report, the Council pays the reading fee 
directly to the reader and reimburses the 
host organization for any travel fare paid 
in advance. The host institution is en- 
couraged to report on the reading as 
quickly as possible so that the reader 
may receive his fee with a minimum of 
delay. 


Writers-in-residence 


Assistance is available on a shared-salary 
basis for Canadian universities to appoint 
a writer-in-residence for a semester or 
full academic year. The Council limits 

its support to appointments of established 
Canadian writers in the field of creative 
writing. During his term, the resident 
writer must be free primarily to pursue 
his own writing, making himself available 
informally for discussions, participation 
in seminars and creative writing projects. 
No formal teaching duties are permitted. 


Applications should include a description 
of the program for the resident writer and 
confirmation of the university's contri- 
bution of at least 50 per cent of the pro- 
posed salary. On completion of the 
appointment, reports are required from 
the university and the resident writer. 
Under special circumstances, the Council 
may consider support for a single renewal 
of an appointment. 


Literary Prizes 


Governor General’s Literary Awards 


The Governor General’s Literary Awards, 
of $5,000 each, are made each spring to 
the authors of the three English-language 
and three French-language works in 
poetry, fiction and non-fiction judged to 
be the most deserving. The Canada Coun- 
cil has administered these prizes since 
1957. It appoints a jury of 18 members to 
review all the books published by Cana- 
dian authors in Canada or abroad during 
the calendar year so that no formal 
application from the publisher or author 
is required. 


Children’s Literature Prizes 


The Children’s Literature Prizes were 
established by the Council in 1975 to aid 
and encourage Canadian authors of 
books for young people. The prizes, 
worth $5,000 each, are awarded annually 
to one English-language and one French- 
language writer. Formal applications are 
not required as the six-member jury 
appointed by the Council reviews all 
children’s books published by Canadian 
authors during the calendar year. The 
prize-winning titles are announced in 
May. 


Translation Prizes 


The Canada Council awards two annual 
prizes of $5,000 each for the best trans- 
lation of a Canadian book from English 
into French, and from French into 
English. The books must be both written 
and translated by Canadian citizens or 
persons admitted to Canada as landed 
immigrants at least 12 months before 
publication of the translation. Two in- 
dependent juries appointed by the 
Council select the winning books, with 
the quality of the translation being their 
major selection criterion. No formal ap- 
plication is required. The juries consider 
all books published in the calendar year, 
with the exception of those categories 
ineligible for Council publication 
programs (see page 4). The prizes are 
announced in May. 


Canada-Belgium Literary Prize 


Co-sponsored by the Canadian and 
Belgian governments and administered 
by the Canada Council on behalf of the 
Department of External Affairs, the 
Canada-Belgium Literary Prize is 
awarded annually in alternate years toa 
French-language Belgian or Canadian 
writer. The prize is awarded on the basis 
of the writer’s complete works rather 
than for one particular publication. The 
country making the award appoints a 
five-member jury to select the award- 
winning author. No formal application is 
required. The $2,000 prize is announced 
in the spring and presented in the country 
making the award. 


Canada-Australia Literary Prize 


Beginning in 1976, the Canada Council on 
behalf of the Department of External 
Affairs will administer an exchange prize 
with Australia for English-language 
writers on an alternating annual basis. 
The first $2,000 prize will be awarded to 
an Australian writer by a Canadian jury. 


National Associations of 
Creative Writers 


Support is available for national profes- 
sional associations of Canadian creative 
writers for such items as general operat- 
ing expenses, special projects, annual 
meetings and conferences. Applications 
must include a full description of the 
project or event and a detailed projection 
of budget requirements, including 
sources of anticipated revenue. Appli- 
cants are encouraged to seek support at 
the same time from other sources, as the 
Council can normally make only a partial 
contribution to costs. 


Aid to Publication 


Publication of Books 


The Canada Council offers Block Grants 
and Project Grants to book publishers to 
offset direct publication deficits on 
quality Canadian books in the two official 
languages. All applications to these 
programs must be submitted by a 
qualifying publishing house on the 
author’s behalf. 


Eligibility 
Eligibility of Publishers 


Eligibility to participate in the Block 
Grant or Project Grant programs is 
assessed on the basis of an Operating 
Data form which may be obtained from 
the Writing and Publication Section of 
the Council. When necessary, an inde- 
pendent panel of writers and critics is 
drawn from across Canada for the final 
adjudication of a publisher’s admissibi- 
lity to either program and for the level of 
block grants to be awarded. 


A publishing house does not qualify for 
participation in either of these support 
programs if the majority of the program 
it originates consists of the work of a 
single author. 


Eligibility of Titles 


The Block Grant and Project Grant pro- 
grams are intended to assist publication 
of books by Canadian authors that make 
an original contribution to the develop- 
ment of Canadian culture and identity or 
address social issues and public con- 
cerns in Canada. Because of the 
demands on available funds, the Council 
has identified certain books as ineligible 
for support. These books are: 


@ directories, index compilations or bibli- 
ographies of minimal critical content; 

@ travel guide books; 

@ instructional or self-help books and 


manuals, including books which describe 


“how to” techniques, skills or games; 


® cookbooks; 


@ catalogues of exhibits (unless by special 
exception); 


@ industrial or business histories; 


@ books whose author is not either a Cana- 
dian citizen or alanded immigrant 
admitted to Canada 12 months prior to 
publication of the book; 


@ books which do not comply with the 
Unesco definition; 


@ books published on a non-royalty basis; 
@ books not manufactured in Canada; 


@ books which contain advertising (other 
than the publisher’s own promotion 
material); 


® books designed primarily for an edu- 
cational market; 


@ books to which the author has made a 
financial contribution toward the cost 
of publication; 


@ books written by a principal in the com- 
pany originating publication, unless the 
major part of the company’s program 
consists of works by authors who have 
no corporate connection with the 
publishing house; 


books written within the house, for which 
an author’s royalty does not apply, or 
books which are largely compilations of 
articles previously and primarily written 
for publication in a periodical, supple- 
ment or newspaper connected with the 
book publishing operation; 

reprints. (However, the Council is pre- 
pared to make exception for significant 
Canadian works presently out of print if 
there is a proven need to re-introduce 
them. Approval must be obtained before 
submission. This ineligible category does 
not include substantially revised editions 
of works previously published or new 
format editions.) 


Block Grants 


The program of Block Grants to majority 
Canadian-owned publishing houses is 
designed to offset anticipated, pre- 
budgeted publication deficits on quality 
Canadian books. 


To be eligible for entry into this program 
a publisher must show evidence: 


@ that book publishing is the primary, not 
peripheral or occasional activity of 
the house; 


@ that the house has operated a continuous 
and sustained book publishing program 
for at least four years before application 
to this program, that it has a minimum of 
15 qualifying titles in print see Eligibility 
of Titles) and has published no fewer than 
four original titles by Canadian authors 
per year in the two years before appli- 
cation; 


@ that the house has a demonstrated 
editorial capability and has full-time 
editorial and other publishing staff; 


@ that the house has developed adequate 
plans for distribution, is efficient in order 
fulfillment and actively promotes its 
program; 

@ that the house is active in its program 
development and has both identified the 
audience for which it is publishing and 
established effective distribution 
procedures. 


A publisher may allocate a Block Grant 
to eligible titles across his current 
publishing program at his own discretion. 
A grant may be used to offset an anti- 
cipated publication deficit on asingle 
book or apportioned to offset such defi- 
cits on several books. Publishers must 
account for the allocation of the Block 
Grant on Title Analysis Report forms 
which are returned to the Writing and 
Publication Section at the end of each 
calendar year. 


Block Grants do not provide total working 
capital for an entire publication program 
or for an individual project. 


Project Grants 


Publishers who have not yet reached the 
necessary level of development to parti- 
cipate in the Block Grants program may 
be eligible for Project Grants which are 
based on individual manuscript sub- 
missions. The title eligibility requirements 
(listed on page 4) also apply in the 
Project Grants program. Priority is given 
to majority Canadian-owned publishing 
houses. Publishers who have been 
awarded a Block Grant are not eligible for 
Project Grants. 


To be eligible for entry into the Project 
Grants program a publisher must show 
evidence: 


@ that book publishing is the primary, not 
peripheral or occasional activity of the 
house; 


@ that the house is committed to a continu- 
ing and sustained book publishing 
program; 

@ that the house has originated six qualify- 
ing titles that are in print; 


@ that the house has seriously planned for 
consistent program development and has 
the editorial capability to implement 
these plans; 


@ that the house has identified its audience 
and developed a distribution strategy to 
reach this audience, even if it is regional 
or specialized. 


A publisher must submit an Operating 
Data form to determine his eligibility for 
this program. Qualifying applicants must 
submit a financial statement of publi- 
cation costs, projected revenues and 
anticipated deficit for each manuscript 
ona Title Analysis Report form available 
from the Writing and Publication Section. 
The Council will examine this information 
to ensure that overhead ratios, selling 
discounts and other factors are in accord 
with general standards in the industry. 





The Council also requires a copy of the 
completed manuscript for adjudication 
by outside appraisers. Decision on an 
application is based on both the financial 
information provided and the external 
assessments of the manuscript. Since the 
manuscript must be circulated for outside 
adjudication, it should never, under any 
circumstances, be unique copy. The 
external appraisal normally takes at least 
two months but can be shortened if two 
copies of the manuscript are provided. 


A publisher cannot re-submit a book 
previously rejected in this program 
unless proof can be provided that the 
manuscript has been substantially 
revised. 


Because of buget limitations and the 
increasing demands on the resources 
available, it will be necessary in most 
instances to apply a scale to Project 
Grants. This scale is applied to various 
subject categories in accordance with 
the scales used in assigning Block 
Grants. This scale may mean that the 
Council will be able to make only a con- 
tribution to deficit requirement rather 
than assume full deficit projections. 


Scholarly Manuscripts 


The Council assists in the publication of 
scholarly manuscripts through funds 
made available to the Humanities Re- 
search Council of Canada and the Social 
Science Research Council of Canada. 
Only book-length manuscripts of ad- 
vanced scholarly research that make an 
original contribution to knowledge are 
assisted. Manuscripts are considered 

in such areas as: 


@ social sciences — anthropology, eco- 
nomics, political science, geography, 
history, law, sociology, education; 

@ humanities — languages and literature 
(ancient and modern), history, philoso- 
phy, fine arts, musicology, archeology, 
religious studies. 


Letters of application should be sent to 
the Publications Officer of the Councils 
at 151 Slater Street, Ottawa, Ontario 
K1P 5H3. Further details may be found in 
the brochure Aid to Publications Pro- 
gramme, available from the same 
address. 


Translation Grants 


The Translation Grants program is prima- 
rily intended to encourage greater 
exchange between Canada’s French- 
language and English-language com- 
munities. Assistance is available for the 
translation from one official language 

to the other of all categories of books by 
Canadian authors with the exception of 
those listed on page 4. 


Application must be made by the 
publisher on behalf of the translator. 
Assistance is limited to established 
majority Canadian-owned publishing 
houses with competent, professional staff 
and aminimum active backlist of six 
qualifying titles. The translator must be a 
Canadian citizen or a landed immigrant 
admitted to Canada at least 12 months 
before the date of application. 


The publisher’s submission must include: 


@ one or two copies of the original text; 
@ a biographical sketch of the translator; 
e asample of at least 12 translated pages 


of the work; 


@ a breakdown of translation costs, indicat- 


ing the amount requested from the 
Council. 


Independent specialists are consulted by 
the Council to assess the quality of the 
sample translation. This external ap- 
praisal normally takes two months, but a 
second copy of the original text could 
help shorten this process. 


Although the program is intended for the 
translation of books by Canadian authors, 
under special circumstances, the Council 
will consider applications for translation 
into English or French of a specialized 
text by an author who does not meet the 
citizenship requirement, if evidence can 
be shown that there is no equivalent text 
by a Canadian. 


In creative writing (fiction, poetry and 
drama), assistance is available for the 
translation of books by Canadian authors 
from a language other than English or 
French into either of the official 
languages. 


Professional theatre companies may now 
apply for assistance to translate Cana- 
dian plays for stage production. Plays 
must have been professionally produced 
in the original language to be eligible for 
assistance. A play translated for stage 
production with Council assistance will 
not be eligible for further funding should 
there be a subsequent publication. 


Translation Grants are awarded with the 
understanding that the publisher has 
made a commitment to publish the work 
in its new language edition. If the trans- 
lated edition is not published, the Council 
will require that the publisher reimburse 
all payments of the grant. The same ruling 
will apply to theatre companies receiving 
translation assistance should they decide 
not to proceed with production. 


Book Purchase and Donation 


In collaboration with the Department of 
External Affairs, the Canada Council 
administers an annual program for the 
purchase of Canadian books for free 
distribution in Canada and abroad. 


Purchase 


Books are purchased only from es- 
tablished majority Canadian-owned 
publishing houses. To participate in this 
program, a publisher must meet the 
minimum eligibility requirements of the 
Council’s publication grants program and 
must have achieved by the end of the 
previous calendar year a backlist in print 
of at least six qualifying titles. Only books 
by Canadian authors are purchased. 
(Authors must be Canadian citizens or 
landed immigrants admitted to Canada 

at least 12 months before the date of 
application.) Books of all categories may 
be considered for purchase, with the 
exception of those listed on page 4. 


Qualifying publishers are asked to submit 
six copies of their most recent catalogue 
which must be annotated to exclude: 


®@ titles identified on page 4; 
@ titles by other than Canadian authors; 
@ titles not printed in Canada; 


@ titles of which 200 copies are not avail- 
able; 


@ titles which do not bear the publisher’s 
Original imprint. 


The remaining eligible titles must then be 
numbered in each catalogue. The submis- 
sion should also include a numbered list 
of additional titles which are in prepa- 
ration and scheduled for release by the 
end of the current calendar year, with 
anticipated prices. 


If a catalogue is not available, publishers 
should prepare a list of all titles published 
by their house, annotated to exclude 
books in the categories indicated above. 
The price of each title must be included 
and each title numbered. 


The annotated catalogues must be sub- 
mitted by August 15 of each year. An 
independent committee selects titles for 
purchase in early September and orders 
are placed with publishers by the end of 
that month. 





Donation 


The books purchased are assembled in 
kits of approximately 200 titles in English, 
or 200 titles in French, or 100 titles in 
English and 100 titles in French, depend- 
ing on the recipient’s preference. 


The Canada Council administers the 
distribution of book kits within Canada. 
To be eligible for a book kit, a group or 
organization must show evidence that it 
can provide proper facilities to make the 
books available to the public and that it 
does not have sufficient funds to other- 
wise acquire the books. Forms for ap- 
plicants in Canada are available from the 
Writing and Publication Section. A 
detachable copy is also included at the 
centre of this brochure. The deadline for 
applications is January 31 of each year. 
The book kits are ready for distribution in 
March, and successful applicants are 
named and notified at that time. Renewals 
may be considered. 


The distribution of book kits outside 
Canada is administered by the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs. Outside Canada, 
book kits should be requested from the 
nearest Canadian Government office or 
from the Cultural Affairs Division of the 
Department of External Affairs, 125 
Sussex Drive, Ottawa, Ontario, K1A 0G2. 


Promotion and Distribution 


In 1975, the Canada Council established 
a new program to encourage and support 
joint efforts in the promotion and distri- 
bution of Canadian books and periodi- 
cals. All proposals within this program 
must have measurable benefits in relation 
to this objective and must represent 
collaborative efforts or initiatives that will 
benefit a wide group of book or periodical 
publishers. 


Application should be made in writing, 
providing a detailed description of the 
proposal, its objectives and a budget 
which includes both expense and revenue 
projections. Applicants should also be 
able to identify at the outset an internal 
control system by which the effectiveness 
of the project can be monitored and 
measured. Proposals are first studied by 
an independent advisory panel and then 
submitted to the Canada Council. 


Promotion Tours 


With funds made available under this 
program, the Council has set up anew 
program of promotion tours intended to 
encourage publishers to give greater 
media exposure to their current publica- 
tion program by setting up formal pro- 
motion tours for their Canadian authors. 
To participate, a publishing house must 
be professional, Canadian-owned and 
meet the eligibility requirements stated 
on pages 4, 5 and 6 for publication grants. 
Support is restricted to works by a single 
author which meet the title eligibility 
requirements given on page 4. The 
Council’s contribution is limited to the 
actual travel expenses of the touring 
author. All other expenses such as pub- 
licity, accommodation and entertainment 
must be assumed by the publisher. 


In the case of French-language pub- 
lishers, Council support may be given for 
an author’s accommodation expenses 
rather than for travel costs. 


Application must be made by the pub- 
lisher at least two weeks before the tour 
and must include a detailed description 
of the planned promotion activities and 
media contacts. On receipt of a detailed 
report on the tour and an account of all 
tour expenditures, the Council will re- 
imburse the publisher for the travel 
expenses. 


An author promoting a book of creative 
writing can also give public readings 
during the tour and thereby qualify for 
the Council’s regular reading fee. Terms 
of the public reading program are de- 
scribed on page 2. 


Publication of Periodicals and 
Journals 


The Canada Council offers assistance for 
the publication of periodicals and 
journals in the arts, humanities and social 
sciences. Application may be made by 
the publisher, editor or manager of a 
qualifying periodical. 


Literary and Arts Periodicals 


The main purpose of this program is to 
encourage and support the publication of 
magazines that serve as outlets for cre- 
ative writing or report on the visual and 
performing arts in Canada. Assistance is 
limited to established periodicals with a 
regular publication schedule. At least 
three issues must have been published 
before the date of application. Publica- 
tions intended primarily as bulletins or 
house organs are not eligible. 


Application forms are available from the 
Writing and Publication Section of the 
Council and must be accompanied by at 
least two copies of the three most recent 
issues of the magazine. This material is 
then forwarded to independent special- 
ists consulted for their opinion on the 
content, editorial policy and financial 
assistance requested. It normally takes 
three months to assess an application. 


Applications for renewed support should 
be submitted on the same application 
form at least two months before the end 
of the previous grant period. 


Learned Journals in the Humanities and 
Social Sciences 


The program of grants to learned journals 
is intended to encourage and support the 
publication of journals for the communi- 
cation of the results of research in the 
humanities and social sciences. Details 
of eligibility, application and assessment 
procedures are provided in the brochure 
Aid to Learned Journals in the Humanities 
and Social Sciences, available from the 
Humanities and Social Sciences Division 
of the Council. 


National Associations of 
Publishers 


National professional associations of 
Canadian book and magazine publishers 
may apply for support for such items as 
general operating expenses, special 
projects, annual meetings and confer- 
ences. Applications must include a 
description of the project or event anda 
detailed projection of budget require- 
ments, including sources of anticipated 
revenue. Applicants are encouraged to 
seek support at the same time from other 
sources, as the Council can normally 
make only a partial contribution to costs. 





General Information 


If a proposal does not appear to fall within 
the guidelines of any of the programs 
described in this brochure, a general 
letter of inquiry describing its terms and 
purpose may be sent for preliminary 
consideration. Every effort will be made 
to direct requests to the appropriate 
funding agency. 


The Canada Council's aid to music 
publishers for the publication and pro- 
motion of Canadian compositions is 
administered by its Music Section.

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Deadlines for Applications 


Unless otherwise specified, decisions on 
applications are subject to approval by 
the Canada Council at its regular meet- 
ings in March, June, September and 
December. Applications must be sub- 
mitted at least six weeks before a meet- 
ing and final decisions of the Council are 
announced to applicants within two 
weeks after the meeting. 


Financial Reports 


Publishing houses and other organi- 
zations receiving Canada Council assist- 
ance must submit an annual financial 
report. If the Council deems it necessary, 
it may require an audited financial 
statement. 


Where a grant is paid in instalments, the 
organization must request payment of 
each instalment by submitting an interim 
financial report to inform the Council of 
the use of the funds remitted to date and 
to support the need for the next 
instalment. 


At its discretion, the Canada Council may 
also conduct studies or inquiries to 
measure the effectiveness or benefits of 
projects it assists. Full cooperation is 
expected from the organizations 
concerned. 





Canada Council 
Book Donation Program 





In March of each year the Canada Council dis- 
tributes within Canada kits of books by Canadian 
authors, with a choice of 200 titles in English. or 
200 titles in French, or 100 titles in English and 
100 titles in French. 


Application for Book Kit 


To be eligible for a book kit, an organization 
must show evidence that it can provide facilities 
to make the books available to the public and 
that it does not have funds to otherwise acquire 
the books. 


The deadline for applications is January 31.

Book Kit — The book kits are comprised of either
